Univerſal Monarchy. And whereas 
his Catholick Majeſty in order ro ob- 
tain the End propoſed, did on his 
Part make his Renunciation the 5th 
Day of this preſent Month; We con- 
ſent that upon failure of Philip V.

the Act of Renunciation admitted by 
the States of his Kingdom, and he hath 
conſequently declar d, that he ſpecially 


deſiſted from the Right added to that 


his Birth might entitle him to, by our 
Letters Patents of the Month of Pe- 
cember 1700. By which we declard, 
that it was our Will that the King of 

Spain and his Deſcendants ſhould pre- 


ſerve always the Rights of their Birth _ 


and Lineage, in the ſame Manner as if 
they made their actual Reſidence in 


the Record: that bas been made of 
ſaid Letten Patenes, as well ia our 
Court of Parliament as in our Chñam- 
ber of Accounts at Paris. We: con- 
ſider as a King, and as a Father, how 
much it is to de wish d that a general 
Peace were concluded, Mithout a Re- 
nunciation which makes ſo great a 
Change in our Royal Hou, and in 
the ancient Order of the Succeſſion of 
our Crown, But. We conſider yet 
more, how much it is our Duty. to 
ſecure 
which is ſo neceſſary to them, We can 
never forget the Efforts they have us d 
for us, in the long Continuance of 2 
War, which We had not heen able to 
ſupport, if their Zeal had not been 
yet more extenſive, than their Power. 
The Welfare of ſo loyal a People is 
to us the fupream Law, which ſhou d 
tranſcend every other Conſideration, 
"Tis to this Law that We this Day ſa- 
crifice the Right of a Grandſon whom 
We hold ſo dear, and by the Price 
which the general Peace will coſt our 
Affection, We ſhall at leaſt have the 
Conſolation to teſtify to our Subjects, 
that even. in Reference to our own 
Blood, they ſhall always poſſeſs the
